Dear Applicant: 

In connection with your application for employment 
with the Select Committee on Intelligence (SCI), the Com¬ 
mittee must make a determination as to your suitability for 
employment and your trustworthiness for clearance for access 
to classified information. The SCI obviously needs inform¬ 
ation to make such determinations and has therefore asked 
the Federal Bureau of Investigation (FBI), and the FBI has 
agreed, with the approval of the Attorney General, to con¬ 
duct appropriate background investigations of prospective 
applicants and contractors. 

The information required by the enclosed forms will 
assist the FBI in conducting these investigations. Provision 
of this information is voluntary; however, if you decline 
to provide all or part of the information required the SCI 
may be unable to consider you for employment. Wilfully 
making a false statement or concealing a material fact may 
constitute a violation of Section 1001, Title 18 of the 
United States Code. In addition, if you provide any 
information which indicates a violation of the 'law, criminal, 
civil, or regulatory in nature, or if such information is 
developed in the course of the background investigation, it 
will be referred to the appropriate agencies. 







Information gathered during the course of the invest¬ 
igation will be retained by the FBI in accord with the 
provisions of the FBI Records Retention Plan. This inform¬ 
ation will not be disseminated outside the FBI, except to 
the SCI and, when necessary, to fulfill obligations imposed 
on the FBI by law, FBI regulations, presidential directive 
or executive order. In the event that another agency 
requests background information about you from the FBI for 
any reason other than in response to your application for 
employment to the requesting agency, the FBI will notify 
the SCI, if you sign line B at the end of this letter. 

Upon completion of the background investigation, the 
FBI will furnish a summary memorandum and supporting mater¬ 
ial to the Chairman and Vice Chairman of the SCI or their 
designated representative. The Committee Chairman, and 
Vice Chairman will insure that access.to the memorandum 
and supporting materials is restricted to persons directly 
involved in making a determination as to your suitability 
for employment and trustworthiness for clearance for access 
to classified information. The summary memorandum and 
supporting materials will be destroyed by the SCI within 
ninety days of their receipt unless written notice has 
been given to the Director of the FBI that an additional 
period of time is needed to make a decision. 




As the subject of the background investigation you 
will not be allowed direct access by the SCI to the sum¬ 
mary memorandum or supporting materials. Requests for 
access to these may be made to the FBI in accordance with 
the Privacy Act of 1974. 

If a tentative decision is made to employ you, the 
Chairman and Vice Chairman of the SCI will furnish a copy 
of the summary memorandum and supporting materials to the 
Director of Central Intelligence who will ensure that they 
are returned to the SCI within 90 days. 

The FBI background investigation will include the 
collection and use of relevant information in the files of 
other federal agencies. If you consent to such an FBI 
investigation and the disclosure of relevant information 
by federal agencies to the FBI, and if you understand and 
accept the terms of this letter, including the fact that 
the information gathered will be retained by the FBI in 
accordance with the provisions of the FBI Records Retention 
Plan, please sign your name below at line A. If you con¬ 
sent to the FBI's notifying the SCI of requests from other 
federal agencies for background inforamtion about you which 
does not concern your application for employment to the 
requesting agency, please sign your name below on line B.
